TO DISCUSS BOLSHEVIKI PEACE, 

The People’s Council for Democracy and 
Terms of Peace see in the Bolsheviki pol- 
icies a chance for a negotiated peace and will 
hold a meeting tomorrow to give expression 
to their views. The meeting is to be held 
at the Chicago theater. Among the speakers 
will be William Bross Lioyd, Louis Engdahl,

While Admiral Capps’ physician has 
advised him that to continue at work, 
either on the fleet corporation or in 
any other capacity, would imperil his 


fife, there were reports that friction. 


between the admiral and Chairman 
Hurley hastened the former’s decision 
to retire. He would have been forced 
to resign in any case within a few 
weeks, according to those who know 
his physical condition, but the re- 
cent action of the shipping board in 
reorganizing the fleet corporation with 
Charles Piez of Chicago as vice presi- 
dent in virtual charge of the ship ¢on- 
struction program was said to have 
influenced the admiral to withdraw 
without more delay. 

There was much discussion tonight 
as to the probable selection by the pres- 
ident of a successor to Admiral Capps. 
Homer L. Ferguson, president and gen- 
eral manager of the Newport News 


Shipbuilding and Dry Dock company 
and formerly a naval constructor, is 
known to have declined the post when 
offered it by Mr. Hurley. In a letter 
to Secretary Daniels made public to- 
night Chairman Hurley suggested that 
a naval engineer or constructor be 
named and the secretary and Mr. Hur- 
ley conferred tonight on the matter, 
but so far-as was made known they 
reached no decision. -

Dr. Osborn’s idea is to move away 
from the “matter and form concep- 
tions ” of evolution, and to take “ some 
initial steps toward an energy con- 
ception of evolution and an energy 
conception of heredity.” The first half 

' of the volume is devoted to what is 
known of the capture, storage, release 
and reproduction of energy; the sec- 
ond half to the evolution of matter and 
forms in plants and animals. To one 
who loves to follow new trails, the first 
half seems the more interesting. The 
whole book is permeated by “the es- 
sential honesty of scientific thought.” 

Dr. Osborn says that from the pert- 
od of the earliest Greek thought, man 
has been eager to discover some na- 
tural cause of evolution, and to aban- 
don the idea of supernatural inter- 
vention in the order of nature, but he 
is free to admit that thus far, though 
we do know to some extent how plants 
and animals evolve, we do not know 
why they do so. He reviews the great 
contributions to evolutionagy theory of 
Darwin, de Vries, Weismann, Buffon, 
Lamarcks and Wallace, and adds: ‘The 
cart has always been placed before the 
horse; or, to express it in ano.i.2- way, 
thought has turned from the forms of 
living matter toward a problem which 
involves the phenomena of living en- 
ergy; or, still more briefly, we have 
been thinking matter backward into 
energy rather than from energy for- 
ward into matter and form.”

In one sentence, the effort of this 
naturalist appears to be to work from 
ehergy upward into form. This, as he 
points out, carries the student into 
the realm of the physicist and chemist 
rather than to the old point of depar- 
ture of the naturalist. “‘We have,” 
he observes, “ obtained a starting point 
for new and untried paths of explora- 
tion which may be followed during the 
present century—paths which have 
long been trodden with a different pur- 
pose by physicists and chemists, and 
by physiologists and biochemists in the 
study of the organism itself.”

$100,000 a year or more in foodstuffs 
but has neglected to apply for a license 
in accordance with the proclamation of 
President Wilson issued Oct. 8, is to 
be closed up by the food administra- 
tion unless application is made imme- 
diately. There are added penalties 
consisting of a fine of from $5,000 
to $10,000, or two years’ imprisonment, 
or both. 

Herbert C. Hoover sent a telegram 
to Harry A.-Wheeler yesterday direct- 
ing him to check up at once on Chi- 
cago business houses. The list of 
the ones that have made application 
for a license has been sent from Wash- 
ington. Mr. Wheeler’s office will act 
as a police force in seeing that the 
food law is inforced. ’ 

New Items for List. 

Fish, canned goods, cheese, sirup, 
and molasses are soon to be added to 
the price list sent out daily by the 
local office of the food administration. 
Margins that are to be allowed whole- 
salers and retailers on canned goods 
and fish were discussed at a confer- 
ence in the oftice of Harry A. Wheeler. 

Winter caught fish from Canada are 
to play a more important part as 
an article of diet this year than ever 
before, largely because of reductions 
that are to be made in the use of 
meat. Whitefish and jackfish caught

New Egg Prices. 


Fresh eggs that weigh twenty-four 
ounces to te dozen are to cost 53 to 
59 cents today. Cold storage eggs 
weighing only twenty-two ounces are 
to be sold at 34% to 40% cents. Ef- 
forts are being made to have more at- 
tention paid to the weight of eggs, 
as it is contended that the large and 
small kinds should not be sold at

Corn Sirup Candies. 


We are hearing a good deal about 
glucose candies, the 6ther name for 
which is corn sirup candies, but recipes 
as yet do not seem to be putting in 


| their appearance. However, it has been 


well known for some time that what 


dies, the buttercups, etc. There is no 
reason why they should not be. The 
candies with a beautiful sheen, like 
roses and ribbons, must be made of 
glucose. 

So those who would live up to the 
law about sugar need not despair of 
making Christmas or Thanksgiving 
candies, hard ones which, however, 
may be pulled out so thin as to melt in 
the mouth. In chunks they are danger- 
ous for all but “ay best teeth. 


ae 

If you know how to make the old 
fashioned molasses or pulled sugar 
candies you can make corn sirup 
candies, and you will find it 
easier to make them of the plain, 
corn sirup or gluecose than of the 
mixed corn sirup which has been fixed 
up for table use. The plain or un- 
mixed will cook in one-quarter the 
time. And to have it cooked enough, 


absolutely essential. Then you may 
work it with unbuttered hands. We 


pull molasses candy at a “ candy pull” 
were rather stupid, but as a matter of 
fact that was proof positive probably 
that the candy was undercooked. May: 
be the mixed or table corn sirup has 
more water than plain glucose and 
this is why it must be cooked so long. 

The first definite statement I: found 
about cooking unmixed glucose was in 
the experiment station abstract of rec- 
ords. It said cook it thirty minutes at 
219 degrees. Now, it is extremely dif- 
ficult to cook it over gas at a tem- 


‘! perature as low as that, so I cooked 


it half an hour at the lowest point I 
could keep the gas. It remained at 220 
degrees for a long time, until toward 
the end, and then it ran to 240 degrees 
with the same fire. This brought it 
to the crack stage, but it was one and 
three-quarter hours before the corn 
sirup cooked at that temperature 
reached crack. Test it in ice cold 
water and be sure that it will crack 
when pulled thin. :

Jt is important to cook any sugar, 
and corn sirup is a sugar, at a low 
temperature to keep it from caramel- 
izing and burning. Just how high a 
temperature could be for a corn sirup 
without its burning I do not know, but 
a strong taste does not develop when 
che low temperature is adhered to. 

When the candy was at the crack 
stage (then two cups of the sirup) I 
poured it out in two portions on but- 
tered plates and kept watch that the 
edges did not harden before the center 
was cool enough.to handle. I think 
that perhaps the best time to work in 
any flavor or color would be just at 
the moment when the candy could be 
handled, but I added vanilla when it 
was taken from the fire. 

It requires experience to pull candy, 
but an easy way to do it is to twist 
the hank either right on the platter 
or in the hand. Strands are more 
easily bound together in this way, and 
when pulled out small pretty effects 
may be got by twisting two together 
or just twist owe until it has a fine 
sheen. If the air in the room is the 
least damp the sheen does not last five 
minutes. This is why professionals 
not only work near a warmer or the 
mouth of an oven but keep their fancy 
objects under a bell glass. Vases, 
pitchers, flowers, baskets, and many 
other forms are made out of this type 
of candy. Keep it in a warm place or 
it will quickly become too brittle to 
handle.

He was told that the permit would 
be granted if the state council of de 
fense approved. The state council is 
to be asked to approve all such other 


“requests. 


Several years ago the city was sued 
for*failing to live up to some of its 
coal contracts. One firm sued for 
$13,000. It was recommended yes- 
terday that the suit be settled for 
$8,000. 


NEW WATER ST. 
RECOMMENDED TO 
MAYOR, COUNCIL 


A double decked® and remodeled 
South Water street, from Michigan 
avenue to Market street, was recom- 
mended in resolutions directed to the 
mayor and city council adopted by the 
city plan commission yesterday at an 
official luncheon at the Hotel Sherman. 
The commission also asked for a spe- 
cial session of the legislature to relieve 
the financial distress of the city. 

Immediate action, as a war measure, 
which would increase Chicago's ship- 
ping and freight handling. facilities, 
was Chairman Charles H. Wacker’s 
plea as he described the plan for get- 
ting rid of “ buildings that should not 
exist and docks that are a disgrace” in 
South Water street.” 

The double decking of the street, 
Henry A. Goetz, traffic expert for the 
commission, said, would take much 
heavy teaming off the streets in the 


_ loop and would readjust the motor traf- 


fic so that it would be more evenly dis- 
tributed. The upper deck of South 
Water street would be twenty-one feet 
above the river level and on the same 
level with the bridges as they are to 


be reconstructed under government 


order. 

The project involves approximately 
$5,000,000, which amount the commis- 
sion estimates will be saved to the city 
the first year the new street is in use.

FURNISH THRILL

Witness Bares State Plan 
to Use Records of 
Bribe Talk. 


Dictagraph records, it was disclosed 
yesterday, are to furnish sensational 
evidence for the state against the de- 
fendants in the Healey-Skidmore-Barry 
graft case, now on trial in Judge Sa- 
bath’s court. 

Judge Elect Frank Johnston Jr.; who 
is conducting the prosecution, and his 
assistants have carefully concealed the 
fact, and it became known premature- 
ly when a state’s witness imparted the 
information during cross examination 
by Attorney Charles E. Erbstein. 
The dictagraph records concern a 
conversation between Thomas Costello, 
former member of the alleged bribery 
and police protection gang, and Sam- 
uel Rothschild, former owner of the 
Café de L’Abbe. The nature of the 
conversation was not known to the 
witness, and Mr. Johnston refused to 
reveal it. 

By other persons it was asserted 
that Costello was collecting bribes 
from Rothschild in return for police 
protection, and that the dictagraph 
talk was “ framed” by Costello to pro- 
tect himself in case Rothschild ever 
“squealed.” It is said that Costello, 
talking for the benefit of the machine, 
loudly denounced Rothschild for ap- 
pearing in his [Costello's] office and 
offering bribe money. 


Dodge the Dictagraph. 
Later the pair, it is said, stepped 
out of Costello’s office and out of hear- 
ing of the Gictagraph “listener,” and 
Costello received the bribe money from 
Rothschild.
